“"Bome writers have suggested that In-
stend of the verdict usunl In this roun«
try of ‘not gulity, on the ground of in-
mnity,” it would bo better to substitute
the Englivh cerdict 'guilty but insane,
and thersby uvold the scandals which
hava heon hrought about by privensrs
who have boen acquitted on the ground
of Insanity constantly taking out writs
of habeas corpus, claliming that they
have been restored to reuson.
